Commiſſioners, on application, may grant relief 
to perſons who have been aſſeſſed in different places 
for the ſame carriages or horſes. 

In caſe the lifts delivered to the aſſeſſors ſhall be de- 
ficient, they may ſurcharge the ſame, and they are 
to deliver their afſ-ſſments to the commiſſioners with- 
in three months after their appointment, and the 
commiſſioners are to ſign the ſame, and appoint col- 
lectors.

HAIR POWDER, 


(35 Geo, III. c. 49, and 35 Geo. III. c. 112.) 


FROM and after May 5, 1795, there ſhall be 

paid the ſtamp duty following, viz. Every per- 
ſon who ſhall uſe or wear any powder, commonly 
called Hair Powder, of whatever materials the ſame 
ſhall be made, ſhall previouſly enter his or her name 
and place of abode, and annually take out a certifi- 
cate thereof; and upon every ſuch certitate there 


ſhall be charged a ſtamp duty of 1, 15, 
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| Every fort or compoſition of powder which ſhall 
be uſed or worn by any perſon as an article of his or 
her dreſs, by whatever name the ſame ſhall be diſ- 
tinguiſhed, ſhall be deemed hair powder. 


E x:mptions. 

Nothing in the act ſhall extend to any of the 
royal family, or to any of the immediate ſervants of 
his majeſty, or any of the royal family, ſerving in 
any of the capacities deſcribed in the act impoſing 
a duty on ſervants. 

Neither ſhall it extend to charge any clergyman 
who ſhall not be poſſeſſed of an annual income of 
one hundred pounds, or upwards, whether ariſing 
from eccleſiaſtical preferment or otherwiſe. Nor 
any preacher of any congregation of Diſſenters, or 
any perſon diſſenting from the church of England 
in holy orders, or pretended holy orders, entitled to 
the benefit of the ſeveral ſtatutes made for the relief 
of diſſenters ; or perſons profeſſing the Popiſh reli- 
tion; and who ſhall not be poſſeſſed of an annual 
income of one hundred pounds or upwards, howe- 
ever ariſing, 

Neither ſhall the act extend to charge any ſubalt- 
ern or non-commiſſioned officer, or private man, 
in the army, artillery, militia, marines, corps of 
engineers, or fencible corps; —nor any officer em- 
ployed in the navy under the rank of commander; 
nor any officer or private man in any corps of yeo- 
manry or volunteers, either cavalry or infantry, vo- 
tuntarily enrolled for the defence sf the kingdom du- 
ring the war. 

Alſo any perſon who ſhall have more than two 
daughters unmarried ſhall be at liberty, on paying 
duty for two of the number, to receive a certificate 
for the whole number without paying for any more. 

Perſons claiming exemptions are to prove their 
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right; and the income of beneficed clergymen is to 
be eſtimated on the average of ſeven years. 


The duty is to be under the management of the 
commiſſioners for ſtamps, who are to appoint offices 
within ten miles from the head office, for the receipt 
of all accounts of the names and abode of perſons 
liable to the duty within the ſaid limits. 

And the head Ciſtributors of ſtamps, without the 
ſaid limits, are in their reſpeRive diviſions, with 
the conſent of the commiſſioners, to appoint in every 
county and place in Great Britain, one or more ſuch 
offices for the receipt of the like accounts of perſons 
liable to the ſaid duty out of the limits of ten miles 
from the head office, All which offices ſhall be 
kept open on ſuch days, and during ſuch periods, 
as the commiſſioners ſhall direct; which directions, 
and alſo the ſituation of the offices, the commiſſion- 
ers ſhall advertiſe in ſome newſpaper uſually circu - 
lated in the neighbourhood of ſuch offices. , 

And from and after May 5, 1795, or within the 
ſpace of one calendar month next enſuing, every 
perſon liable to the duty ſhall deliver into the office ap- 
pointed within the limits an account in wwriting, contain - 
ing bis or ber name and place of abode, and whether be 
or ſbe is a houſekeeper, or one of the family, or a ledger, 
inmate, apprentice, or ſervant, abiding in the houje of 
any perſon, with the day, month, and year of delivering 
inthe ſame; and the perſons appointed to receive ſuch ac- 
counts at the office ſhall thereupon, and upon payment ef 
the duty, iſſue a certificate to denote the payment of the 
duty. But the time for taking out ſuch certificates 
has been extended, by 35 Geo, III. c. 112, to July 
20, 1795. 

The names of all perſons reſiding in the ſame 
houſe may be included in one account, but a ſeveral 
certificate thall in every caſe be iſſued in reſpect of 
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each perſon. Every certificate ſo iſſued ſhall ceaſe 
and determine on the 5th day of April in the ſuc- 
ceeding year. 

Maſters or miſtreſſes paying the duty for their 
ſervants ſhall receive certificates, which ſhall, dur- 
ing the continuance of ſuch certificates, extend to 
their ſucceſſors in the ſame capacity. 

The commiſſioners ſhall, from their books, cauſe 
one correct liſt, in alphabetical order, to be made 
out annually, before the 1ſt day of November in 
every year, of all perſons who thall have obtained 
certificates in each county in Great Britain, con- 
taining the names, places of abode, and deſcription 
of ſuch perſons, and ſhall tranſmit a correct copy 
thereof to the clerk of the peace, town clerk, or like 
officer of ſuch county or place, which lifts ſhall be 
open to the inſpection of any perſon at the reſpective 
offices of ſuch clerks of the peace, &c. at all ſea- 
ſonable hours, on payment of ſixpence; and ſuch 
officers are to deliver true copies of ſuch liſts, or 
parts thereof, to any perſon for a fee of three-pence, 
unleſs ſach copies contain the entries of two or more 
perſons, in which caſe there ſhall be paid ſixpence 
for every two perſons certified 3 which liſts and co- 
pies ſhall be evidence of a certificate having been 
obtained. But copies may be required by juſtices 
of the peace, before whom proſecutions are depend- 
ing, to be delivered gratis, 

The clerks of the peace, &c. ſhall, within fix 
weeks after the receipt of the liſt, make out there- 
from correct liſts of all the perſons named therein, 
for each city or town, pariſh and place, within ſuch 
county, and ſhall, within the ſaid period, or ſeven 
days after, cauſe the ſame to be tranſmitted to the 
churchwardens or overſeers, conſtables, tything men, 
or other peace officers, who ſhall, within three days 
afterwards, cauſe a true co;y thereof to be athxcd 
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on the church or chapel doors, and market croſs, if 
any, of the town or place; and if there is no church 
or chapel, then on the church or chapel next adjoin- 


ing, and ſhall cauſe the ſame to be, from time to 


time, replaced, for the ſpace of four wecks next en- 
ſuing; and as often as it ſhall be neceſſary ſhall, du- 
ring the ſaid ſpace of four weeks, affix other copies 
thereof in like manner; and every perſon wilfully 
tearing, defacing, or removing any ſuch copy, ſhall 
forfeit 40s. on conviction before one juſtice, to be 
paid one moiety to the officer, and the other moiety 
to the informer.

From and after the expiration of one calendar 
month after May 5, 1795, (extended by 35 Geo, 
III. c. 112, to July 20, 1795,) if any perſon ſhall 
uſe or wear as an article of his or her dreſs any hair 
powder, without having obtained a certificate, ſuch 

erſon ſhall forfeit 2o/. to be ſued for and recovered 
in the county where the offender ſhall be; and if 
any perſon having obtained any ſuch certificate ſhall 
afterwards ſell, transfer, aſſign, or deliver the ſame 
to any other perſon, with intent that ſuch certificate 
ſhall be fraudulently uſed, or if any perſon ſhall 
fraudulently uſe any ſuch certificate in order to 
evade payment of the duty, ſuch perſon ſhall for- 
feit 301. 

But no perſon who ſhall come from foreign parts 
ſhall be required to obtain a certificate till the expi- 
ration of twenty-one days next after their arrivat;

If any officer appointed to receive accounts, or 
to iſſue certificates, or to return liſts thereof, ſhall 
negle ct his duty, or commit any fraudulent practice, 
be ſhall forfeit 500.

it is enacted that che ſurveyors of the dutics on houſes 
and windows ſhall, within fourteen days after the 
th day of April yearly, give or leave notice at the 
dwe ling houſe ot every perion to prepare and pro- 
duce, witnin fourteen days, a liſt in writing of the 
name of each perſon reficent in ſuch houſe, and li- 
able to the duty, wh ſhall, within the year ending 
the 5th of Apri. preced ng, have uſed or worn hair 
powder, and the fitvation or Capacity of ſuch perſon; 
in which liſt all perſons of the family, and all ap-

any perſcn who ſhall, to his or her knowledge, have 
uſed or worn halt powder, he thall forfeit 201. and 
de liable to proſecut. on, and be deemed guilty theres 
of, whether it appear that tne perſon omitted hath 
vr hath not obtained a certificate, or hath or hath not 
been proſecuted, and wh: ther the perſon omitted is 
or is not amenible to juſtice for any offence againſt 
this act; and the conviction of any ſuch occupier 
ſhall not exempt the perſon omitted from paying the 
duty, or from proſecution for the offence, 

But no perſon ſhall be required to inciule in the 
lit any perſons refident in his houſe who have re- 
ſ,e&ive:y places of utual reſidence eifewhete, 

And by 35 Ceo. III. c. 112, the occupiers of 
houſes in the fi: lifts of reſidents who have worn 
haic powdery are to make them out for ſuch as have 
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The ſurveyors are to tranſmit liſts to the commiſ- 
fioners for taxes, who ſhall tranſmit copies to the 
commiſſioners of ſtamps. 

One moiety of the penalties ſhall (if ſued for 
within three calendar months) be to his majeſty, and 
the other moiety, with coſts, to the informer ; but 
MF not ſued for within the limited time, they are not 
recoverable, except in the name of the attorney ge- 
neral. 

But juftices may determine offences where the pe- 
nalty does not excecd 201. and one moiety thereof 
ſhall go to the poor, and the other to the informer, 
The ſame may be levied by diſtreſs and ſale; but per- 
ſons aggrieved may appeal to the next quarter ſeſſi- 
ons, and the juſtice before whom any party is ac- 
cuſed may adjourn the hearing of the complaint, if 
the party inſiſts that he has obtained a certificate in 
another place, and the penalties may be mitigated.

not being an uſual place of his or her abode, or of 
his or her carrying on buſineſs, to vend or (ell, from 
and after the 24th day of June 1786, any goods or 
merchandizes whatſoever, by outcry, knocking down 
of hammer, candle, lot, parcel, or any other mode 
of ſale at auction, or whereby the beſt or higheſt bide 
der is or ſhall be dee med to be the purchaſer; on the 
penalty of gol. for every offence, 

Duties muſt be paid on taking out the licence, 
without any diſcount, to the Commiſſioners for li- 
cenſing hawkers, pedlars, and petty chapmen, or 
ſome perſon or perſons authoriled by them. 

Every perſon forging or travelling with a forged or 
counterieit licence ſhall forteit 100/, 

Every perſon lending, or letting his licence to hire, 
and every perſon travelling or trading with a borrowed 
licence, ſhall forfeit 40/, and the — of the per- 
ſon lending it ſhall be from thenceforth forfeited 
and void, and he or ſhe ſhall be utterly incapable of 
having any licence again. 

It (hall be lawful for any perſon whatſoever to 
ſeize and detain any hawker who ſhall be found tra- 
ding without a licenſe, or ſhall re{uſe to produce to 
ſuch perſon a licenſe according to this act, or after 
being required fo to do, for a reaſonable time in or- 
der to givenotice to a conſtable, headborough, tith- 
ingman, or other peace officer, wh are hereby te- 
quired to carry ſuch perſons fo ſeized, unleis they 
ſhall in the mean time produce their reſpective li- 
cenſes, before ſome juſtice of the peace, who upon 
proof by confeſſion of the party offending, or by the 
oath of one or more credible witneſies of the like of-

It ſhall and may be lawful for any perſon or perſons 
authorized by two com miſſioners, thewing ſuch au- 
thority, or upon demand of any juſtice of the peace, 
mayor, conſtable, or otheroiticer of the peace where 
the hawker ſhall trade, or by any officer of the cuſ- 
toms or exciſe, to demand any hawker found tra- 
ding to produce a licenſe according to this at, and 
upon refuſal, or not having his licenſe ready to pro- 
duce, ſhall forteit 10/7. and for non-payment thereof 
the juſtice may, by 3; Geo. III. c. gr, levy the 
ſame by diſtreſs and ſale of goods, and in the mean 
time he may commit the offender to goal, there to 
remain until the penalty is levied by diſtreſs, or un- 
til the ſame ſhall be paid thereon. 

Every conſtable, &c. refuſing to aſſiſt in the exe- 
cution of this act, ſhall on conviction by the oath of 
one or more credible witneſs or witneſſes before a 
juſtice of peace, forfeit 101. for each offence. 

The clauſes reſtricting hawkers from ſelling in 
market towns, except on a fair or market day, is 
repealed by 35 Geo. III. c. 9. 

It ſha l not be lawful for any hawker to vend his 
wares, in any county, City, or town, by virtue of any 
licence, in caſe the juſtices, at the general quarter 
ſeſſions, ſhall have made an order that hawkers ſhall 
not have liberty to vend their goods in ſuch county, 
city, or town, upon pain of forfeiting 101. 

Hawkers, &c. who were licenſed on May 1, 1789,

from going about and carrying with him or them 
proper materials for mending the ſame, 

No wholeſale dealer in Britiſh goods, ſelling by 
wholeſale only from houſe to houſe, to be deemed a 
hawker. 

Penaitiesabove 20/, are to be recovered with coſts, 
in any of his Majeſty's courts of record at Weſte 
minſter, by action of debt, &c. one moſety to his 
Majeſty, and the other moiety to the perſon who 
ſhall inform or ſue for the ſame. 

Penalties under 20/. ſhall be recoverable before a 
juſtice, either by confeſſion of the party, or by oath 
of one or more crediblewitneſs or witnefles, and ap— 
propriated as above.

HE duties following are to be paid, viz. 

For and upon every packet, box, bottle, phial, 
or other incloſure containing any drugs, oils, waters, 
efſences, tinctures, powders, or other preparation or 
compoſition whatſocver, uſed or applied, or to be 
uſed or applied, externally or internally, as medicines 
or medicaments for the prevention, cure, or relief 
of any diſorder or complaint incident to, or in any 
wiſe affecting the human body, which {hall be ut. 
tered or vended in Great-Brita'n, there ſhall be 
charged a Stamp-duty according to the rates fol- 
lowing; (that is to !ay), where the contents of any 
ſuch packet, box, bottle, phial, or other incloſure 
aforeiaid, ſhall not exceed the price or value of 1s, 
there ſhall be charged a Stamp-duty of one penny 
halfpenny.

maker is to forfeit the ſame and alto 50. J. 6. 
Paper makers in any city or market town ate to 
g've twenty · four, e ſe where forty-eight, hours notice 
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in writing to the Exciſe officer, of the time when 
the paper ſhall be weighed and charged with duty; 
and the officer is to attend accordingly, and the ma- 
ker, or his ſervants, ſhall bring to ſuch officer all 
paper then intended to be charged, which ſhall be 
brought tied up in wrappers containing one ream or 
bundle, and not more or leſs; and all paſteboard, 
miliboard, ſcaleboard and glazed paper, ſhall be tied 
up in ſuch parcels as aforeſaid, and the different 
parts of the thread or ſtring ſhall croſs each other at 
the middle of the ream or bundle; and on each 
wrapper ſhall be marked by the maker the claſs of 
the paper incloſed, with the true number of reams or 
bundles of that claſs made by ſuch maker during the 
then current quarter of a year, commencing Jan. 5, 
April 5, July 5, or Oct, 10, beginning one, two, 
and ſo onwards according to the number made; and 
the like is to be obſerved in reſpect of each par- 
cel of paſteboard, millboard, ſcaleboard, and glazed 
paper, marking alſo whether it is paſteboard, mill. 
board, ſcaleboard, or glazed paper, and the number 
of ſheets in each. And if the paper, &c. ſhall not 
be produced at the time, or in the manner aforeſaid, 
freſh notice muſt be given. ſ. 7. 

The Commiſſioners of Exciſe are to provide ſtamps 
for marking paper, &c. liable to duty of Exciſe, 
with which the officers are to mark eyery ream, bun- 
dle, and parcel, in the manner directed by the act.

And if any perſon ſhall counterfeit any ſtamp, 
device, or label, or the mark of any ſtamp upon any 
wrapper, or ſhall have in his poſſeſſion any ſuch 
counterfeit ſtamp, or ſhall have in his poſſeſſion, or 
ſhall utter or ſell, any paper with a counterfeit mark, 
or ſhall upon any ream, bundle, or parcel, not en- 
te red and charged, place any wrapper with a counter» 
feit mark, or any cover or wrapper uſed before, oi 
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ſhall place any paſteboard, &c. having ſ ch ſtamp 


whether it be true or Counterfeit,to any paſteboard, 
Kc. which has not been entered and charged with 
the duty, every ſuch offender ſhall forfeit 5ool.

Officers may open any ream or bundle, and take 
as a ſample one ſheet out of each quire, paying the 
market price if demanded; and if chey diſcover any 
paver of a different claſs than marked on the wrap- 
per, ſuch ream or bundle ſhall be forfeited, and the 
perſon who marked ſuch falſe claſs ſhall forfeit 500.

Paper makers are to make entries at the Exciſe 
Ofice every fix weeks of the quantities made, but 
ſhall not be obliged to go further than the next 
market town; and within fix weeks after ſuch en- 
try made the duty is to be paid, on penalty of dou- 
ble the amount. ſ.

No paper, &c. ſhall be removed from the mill un- 
til an account ſhall be taken by the officer, nor in 
any leſs quantity than a ream, nor until the ſame 
ſhall have been weighed, charged, and ſtamped as 
aforeſaid, nor without the wrapper in which it was 
charged, on pain to forfeit 5ol. and all the paper, 
paſteboard, millboard, ſcaleboard, and glazed paper, 
removing or removed contrary hereto, together with 
the horſes, carriages, boats, barges, or other veſſels 
uſed in removing the ſame. /.

No maker ſhail remove any paper, &c. until 24 
hours next after the ſame ſhail have been weighed ;z 
and they ſhall keep all ſuch paper, &c. which ſhall 
have been weighed, ſeparate from all other paper, 
&c. 24 hours, to the end that the ſurveyor or ſu- 
perviſor may rewzigh the ſame; and it any maker

PAWNBROKERS LICENCES 


(25 Geo. III. c. 48.) 


ROM and after July 5, 1785, every pawnbroker 
in London, Weſtminſter, the Boroughof South- 
wark, the pariſh of St, Maryle Bone, and St. Pancras, 
or within the bills of mortality, ſhall take out a li- 
cence annually, for which they ſhall pay a ftamp 
duty of 10/. per annum. | | 
Pawnbrokers reſiding in any other part of the 
kingdom ſhall pay but 5/. per annum. 

Application to be made for theſe licences to the 
Stamp Ollie in town, or their agents in the country 

Every pawnbroker acting without a licence forfeits 
gol, All licences after the firſt to be renewed 10 
days at leaſt before the expiration of 12 months from 
the date of the former one. 

Every perſon taking goods or chattels for the re- 
payment of money lent thereon, ſhall be deemed a 
pawnbroker, and take out a licence accordingly. 

Perſons taking only 5 per cent. or under, for mo- 
ney lent upon goods and chattels, are not conſidered 
as pawnbrokers, nor need they take out a licence. 

One licence will do for a partnerſhip, whether there 
are two or more concerned; but every diſtinct ſup 
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where the buſineſs of taking in pawns is carried on 
muſt have a ſeparate licence, 

Counterfeiting ſtamps on licences is by this act a 
capital offence, ;

Such makers and wholeſale venders muſt keep a 
book for the inſpection of the proper officer, con- 
taining the quantities, dates, value, and names of 
the perſons to whom each parcel was 1old, or for- 
feit 20l. 

Any perſon uſing a ſtamp twice forfeits 10l. 

Perſons buying, ſelling, or bartering ſtamps, or 
marks to be uſed a ſecond time, or buying orlelling 
packets with ſuch labels, forfeic 10/, 

Five per cent. diſcount is allowed on the ſtamps 
upon preſent payment, 

TP The quantity upon which this diſcount is to be 
allowed is not mentioned. 

Before a licence is obtained otice ſhall be ſent in 
writing to the Commiſſioners or the Stamp Office, 
of the place of vending wares or articles liable to 
theſe duties, and alſo when the place of vending is 
changed, or in default forfeit $/. 

And all ſuch wares, and other articles, ſubject to 
the duties hereby impoſed, which ſhall be keptready 
or offered for ſale, in any ſhop or other place, where= 
of notice ſhall have been given as aforeſaid (except 
Almond Paſte, Almond Powder, Bear's Greaſe, Cold 
Cream, Italian ſquare hard Soap, Naples ſoft Sea, 
prrfumed and coloured Hair Powder above 28. per tbe 
Rouge in pots, and Waſhballs of ali forts; and which 
ſhall be allowed to be kept and expoſed to ſale, in 
any ſhop or other place, in bulk or otherwile, with- 
out any ſtamped cover, wrapper, or label athxed 
thereto, until the tine of actual ſale thereof, ſhall 
be d-emed to require a cover, wrapper, or label, 
marked as by this act is required, to be previouſly 
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affixed thereon, in manner to be directed by the aid 
Commiſſioners as aforeſaid. 

Proper officers may ſearch ſhops, &c. and where 
ſtamped covers are wanting, affix the ſame, which 
muſt be paid for on a penalty of 5.

Articles ſold for exportation not to be ſubject to 
theſe duties. 

An account of articles exported to be ſent to the 
Comn iſſioners of the Stamp Othice, who will grant 
certificates to the vendcrs. 

Perſons convicted of offences againſt this act for. 
feit their licence, and cannot have another without 
giving a bond for 1oc/. and upon conviction of a 
ſecond offence 20c/, which will be ſued for when 
forfeited. 

Counterfeiting the ſtamp is a capital offence. 

Informers are intitled to half if ſued for within {ix 
months, but not after. 

Juſtices may determine matters relative to pec u- 
niary penalties, and mitigate half if they think pro- 
per.

POST-HORSES. 


(25 Geo. III. c. 51.) 


PosrMasTER, Innkeeper, or perſon who ſha!l 
let to hire any horſe for travelling poſt by the 
mile, or from ſtage to ſtage, or being a perſon uſu- 
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ally lc*ting horſes to hire, or who ſhall let to hire for 
a day, or leſs time, any horſe for drawing coach or 
other carriage uſed in travelling poſt, or otherwiſe, 
ſhall pay annually $s. for a licence. 

Perſons letting poſt horſes without a licence, for- 
Feit 101. and keeping more than one inn under one 
licence, 201, 

They are to paint /icenced to let poſt borſes on the 
fronts of their houtes, on pain of 51, 

For horſe hired by the mile or ſtage, to be uſed in 
travelling poſt, there ſhall be charged a duty of» 
penny haifpenny for every mile ſuch horſe ſhall be 
hired to travel p ſt. 

For horſe h.rcd for a day, or ſeſs time, for drawing 
on any public road, any coach or other carriage nſed 
in travelling poſt, or otherwiſe, the e ſhall be charge. 
ed, if che dittance ſhall be then aſc:rtained, one pens 
ny haltpenny per mile; and if the diſtance ſhall not 
then be aſcertained, 1s. od. for each horſe ſo hired 
to be paid by the perſon by whom che horſe ſhall be 
hired. 

Perlon keeping any coach, berlin, landau, chariot, 
calaſh, chaiſe-mar ne, chaiſe, diligence, or other 
carriage with four wheels, or any calaſh, chaiſe, chair, 
or other c rriage with two wheels, to be employed as 
public tage coaches or carriages. for the purpoſe of 
conveying paſiengers for hire to and from different 
places, ſhall pay annually gs. for a licence. 

Every coach, &c. as above, with four wheels, or 
any calath, &c. with two wheels, to be employed as 
aiorelaid, ſhall be charged with a duty of 1d. for 
every mile ſuch carriage ſhall travel, — be paid by 
the owner. 

Every perſon licenſed, if they furniſh their own 
chaiſes or carriages with hnrſes let to hire to travel 
poſt, to mark or paint, on the outſide pannel of each 
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door of the chaiſe or carriage, chriſtian and ſurname, 
and place of abode, in large and legible characters, 
in letters of a colour diſtin from that of the carriage, 
each letter atleaſt one inch in length, and continue the 
ſame thereupon, as long as ſuch chaiſe or carriage 
ſhall be ſo uſed : neglect or omiſſion, or painting falſe 
name or place, incurs a forfeiture of 5/. 

Every poſtmaſter, &c. if he furniſhes his own 
coaches, berlins, landaus, chariots, calaſhes, chaiſes, 
or carriages with four wheels, or any calaſh, chaiſe, 
Chair, or carriage with two wheels, with horſes let 
to hire for a day, or leſs, for drawing on any public 
road, where the carriage ſha!! have a box, or outſide ſeat 
for driver, ſhall affix upon ſome conſpicuous part cf 
the foot board, or other part of the box or feat, a braſs 
or tin plate, on which there ſhall be marked or en- 
graved Chriſtian and ſurname of owner, and name 
and place of abode, in large and legible characters, 
and continue the ſame thereon, and replace the tame 
as occaſion ſhall require, during the time the coach 
or carriage ſhall be ſo furniſhed ; if no box or outſide 
ſeat, ſhall affix upon a contpicuous part of the pole, 
ſhaft, or ſplinter-bar of carriage ſuch braſs or tin 
plate, with ſuch engraving thereon, and fame to be 
continued and replaced, or ſubject to a penalty of 
57. for neglect. 

Tickets ſhall be valued in account, and paid for 
in caſe of any deſiciency, at the rate of 15. gd. for 
each horſe, according to the number of hortes ex- 
preſſed by figures on ſuch tickets, and in the receipt 
given for the ſame, 

Every poſtmaſter, &c. who ſhall let horſes to hire 
by the mile or ſtage, to be uſed in travelling poſt, 
ſhall, previous to the uſing Tuch horſe, aſk, and re- 
ceive, of perſon airing the ſame, one penny halt- 
penny per mile for each mile ſuch horſe ſhail be fo 
kired to travel, at tie rate er number ot miles which 
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he ſhall charge ſuch traveller, for the ſtage or diſtance 
ſuch horſe may be hired to go, and ſhall, at the ſame 
time he receives duty, deliver to the perſon hiring 
horſe, one or more of ſaid ftamp-office tickets, and 
to which poſtmaſter, &c. ſhall add, if an innkeeper, 
name of his ſign or houſe; if not an innkeeper, his 
own name; and ſhall alſo inſert name of place where 
ſuch licenſed perſon refides, and to which ſuch horſes 
may de hired to go; and if to London, name of ſtreet, 
ſquare, or place there; and in words or figures, 
month, and day of month, with number of miles 
for which ſuch horſes are ſo hired: and if any per- 
ſon neglect to aſk and receive the ſaid duty of one 
penny halfpenny per mile from perſon hiring horſe, 
or neglect or refuſe to deliver tickets filled up to ſuch 
perſon ſo hiring horſes, he ſhall forfeit 100. and 
moreover, in caſe of not receiving the ſaid duty, be 
chargeable therewith in the ſame manner as if ac- 
tually received, 

Every traveller to whom the tickets, whereon 
ſhall be expreſſed the number of miles, ſhall be deli- 
vered, if they ſhall paſs through any turnpike or 
to!l-bar, ſhall, at the firſt turnpike, toll - bar, or 
bridge, at which any toll ſhall be by law collected, 
through which he ſhall paſs, deliver to the toll gate 
keeper, ticket ſo given at place he hired horſe, which 
ſaid toll-gate keeper is to demand, receive and file; 
and if any traveller ſo going poſt ſhall have neglected 
ro take ticket, or ſhall not deliver ſame properly fil- 
led up, he ſhall, before ſuch horſes be permitted to 
pals through ſuch turnpike or toll-bar, pay for every 
horſe hired and uſed by ſuch traveller 1s. 0d. which 
the gate-keeper is to aſk and demand, and not to 
permit horſe to paſs till paid the ſame, or pro- 
duced ticket. 

No traveller ſhall be compelled to pay for a greater 
number of miles than expreſled upon the ticket i(- 
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ſued to ſuch traveller; and if any perſon ſo licenſed, 
ſhall inſert in any ſuch ticket name of any other 

place than to which the horſes ſhall be hired to go, or 

mall fill up a leſs number of miles than the number 

charged to ſuch traveller, every offender ſhall forteit 

10/, and licence may be refuted him in future. 

Where any ticket ſhall be iſſued, with the number 
of miles expreſſed thereon, and perion ſo ifſuing the 
lame, ſhall charge the traveller a ſpecific ſum by the 
ſtage, and not after uſual or certain rate per mile, 
perion ſhall be accountable for one fourth of the 
money ſo received as for duty; and ſhall expreis on 
the ſaid ticket the money chargea to ſuch traveller, 
and enter ſame in weekly account, one fourth pait 
of the money ſo received, and pay the ſame to the 
collector of the duties; and if any perſon ſhall at 
contrary hereto, he ſhall forfeit 10/. 

Every ſuch poſtmaſter thall, previous to ſuch horſe 
being uſed, aſk and receive of perſon hiring the ſame, 
one penny haltpeany per mile for each mile ſuch 
horſe ſhall be {o hired to go, where the diſtance ſhall 
be aſcertained; and where the diſtance thall not be 
aſcertained, 1s. 9d.; and thall at the ſame time de- 
liver to perſon ſo hiring horſe, one or more of the 
ſtamp-office tickets, with the words (fer a day) in- 
ſerted therein, as occaſion ſhall require; and to 
which every poſtmaſter, &c. ſhall add, if an inn- 
keeper, the name of his tign or houſe, if not his 
own name; and ſhall alſo inſert name of the place 
where licenſed perſon reſides, and, in words of 
figures, the month and day thereof; and if any per- 
fon ſhall negleR to aſk and receive the ſaid duch of 
one penny haltpenny per mile, or 1s. 9d. for each 
horie from hirer, or not deliver ticker, to forteit 100. 
and though not receiving duty, yet to be chargeable 
thereowtth, 

Every perſon to whom day ticket is delivered, if 
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he, in the courſe of the day, paſs through any turn- 
pike, toll-bar, or bridge (where toll is collected by

fuch horſe: and if perſon to whom day ticket be de- 
livered, ſhall not leave ſame at firſt turnpike, or re- 
tuſe to ſhew ticket given him in exchange at toll- 
bar, he ſhall pay, for every horſe then uſed by him, 
15. 9d. before horſe ſhall paſs, toll-gatherer to aſk 
and retain ſame to his uſe; and where name of 
owner of carriage ſhall be marked on foot-board, 
ſeat, pole, ſhaft, or ſplinter-bar, when the carriage 
is let out to hire at the ſame time with the horſes, 
toll-gatherer ſhall not permit horſe to paſs through, 
until traveller ſhall have paid the ſame, or left tuch 
day ticket, or produced exchange ticket. 

If any perſon ſhall take off the braſs or tin 
plate, to evade duty, or payment of the 15. 9d. for 
each horſe at the turnpike, he ſhall forfeit 10/. 

In caſe any carriage thall paſs without having ſuch 
braſs or tin-plate affixed thereon, driver ſhall for- 
feit 40s, 

Where any poſtmaſter, &c. ſhall let to hire any 
horſe to return in leſs time than two days, and the

keeper is to aſk and receive and file; and in return 
for note or certificate, the toll-gate keeper ſhall deſi- 
ver a ticket (called the check ticket) from the ſtamp- 
office, which ſhall contain the name of the county 
in which the turnpike or toll-bar ſhall be, and the 
words (certificate delivered), and alſo the name of 
place whence note or certificate iſſued, together with 
mark denoting the particular day on which ſuch check 
was iſſued, in printed or written letters or figures; 
which ſaid check ticket the ſaid toll gate keeper is to 
deliver gratis, in return for note or certificate, and 
which ſaid check ticket ſhall be ſhown by driver or 
perſon therein, to the toll-gatherer at every turn- 
pike or toll-bar through which the ſaid horſes may 
paſs: and if any perſon ſo hiring horſes, ſhall have 
negleftcd to take tuch note or certificate, or ſhall neg. 
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lect or refuſe to leave the ſame at firſt turnpike or 
toll-bar, or ſhall refuſe to ſhew, at the ſeveral turn- 
pikes or toll-bars through which he ſhall paſs, the 
check ticket ſo given him, traveller ſhall pay for 
every horſe, 1s. 9d. before horſes be permitted to 
paſs ſuch turnpike or toll-bar, which the faid toll- 
gate keeper is to retain to his own uſe, and not per- 
mit horles to paſs till trav-ilers ſhall have paid the 
ſame, or produced ſuch note, certificate, or checke 
ticket; and if poſtmaſter, &c. hall, in note or cer- 
tificate, infert any falſe or fiftitious name or place

Horſes hired for drawing carriage for leſs time than 
tuo ſucceſſive complete days, ſhall be deemed to be 
hired for a day, and ſhall be ſubject as ſuch are by 
this act.

BENEFIT SOCIETIES. 


Y the flat. 33 Geo. III. c. £4, atered by 35 
Geo. III. c. 111, it is enacted as follows: 

It ſhall be lawful for any number of perſons to 
form themſelves into focieti”s tor the purpoſe of 
railing, by ſubſcriptions o! the members, or by vo- 
luntary contributions, a ſt-ck for the murusl relief 
and maintenance of the membeis in old age, ſick- 
neſ+, and infirmity, or for the relief of the widows 
and chilaren of deceaſed members; and for the 
members of each ſociety, or ſuch as ſhall be nomi- 
nated a committee for that purpo'e, from time to 
time to aſſemble together, and to make ru'es for 
the better government of the ſame, fo as ſuch rules 
be rot repugnant to law, or the proviſions of this 
act, and to impoſe fines upon tie members who 
ſhall offend againſt ſuch ruies, to be paid to ſuch 
uſes, for the benefit of ſuch ſociety, as ſuch ſociety 
by ſuch rules ſhall direct; and alſo trum time to 
time to alter and amend, or annu! and repca} ſuch 
rules, ard make new, under ſuch reſtrictions as 
are in this act. /. 1. 

But all {u-h rules ſhall with all convenient ſpeed 
after being made, altered, or amended, be exhibit. 
ed in wrinng to the Juſtices at the general quarter 
leflions, or any adjournment thereot, in the coun- 
ty where ſuch ſociety ſhal! be eſtabliſned, and ſuch 
rules ſhall be ſubject to the review of ſuch Juſtices, 
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who may, after due examination thereof, then, or at 
the next ſubſequent ſeſſion, annul all ſuch rules as 
ſhall be repugnant to this act, and confirm ſuch as 
ſhall be conformable thereto; and after the confir- 
mation thereof, ſuch rul-s (hl! be ſigned zy the 
clerk of the peace, and (a duplicate thereof, being 
firſt fairly wrote on parchment) ſhall be depoſited 
with him, to be filed with the rolls of the ſeſſions, 
without any fee to be paid for any thing relating 
hereto; and ſuch rules, ſ confirmed and filed, 
ſhall be binding; and n» ſociety hereafter eſtabliſh- 
ed ſhall be within the meaning cf this act until 
good rules for the government of the ſame ſhall 
have been fo confirmed and filed; nor ſhall ans ſo- 
ciety already eſtabliſhed be within the meaning of 
this act, unleſs the rules thereof ſhall be exhibited 
and confirmed as aforefaid, and filed at ſome gene- 
ral quarter ſeſſions, or adjournment thereof, before 
or immediately next after the Michaelmas ſeſſion 
in 1796. f. 2. 

And no rule, ſo confirmed by the Juſtices, ſhall 
be altered or repealed unleſs at a general meeting 
of the members, convened by notice in writing, 
fizned by the clerk of the ſciete, in purſuance of a 
requiſition for that purpoſe by three m»mbers, and 
publicly read at the two uſual meetings of ſuch ſo- 
ciety next before ſuch general meeting, unleſs a 
committee of ſuch members have been nominated for 
that purpoſe, in which caſe ſuch committee ſhall 
be convened in like manner, and unleſs ſuch alter- 
ation or repeal ſha!l be made with the approbation of 
three. fourths of the members preſent, or by the like 
proportion of ſuch committee; and ſuch alteration 
or repeal ſhall be ſubje to the review of the juſ- 
tices, and be filed as before directed; and ſhall not 
be binding until the ſame ſhall have been ſo con- 
firmed and filed. /. 3. 
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And every ſuch ſociety may, at any of their ge- 
neral meetings, or by their committee, appoint a 
ſteward, prefident, warden, treaſurer, or truſte 
and alſo clerks and other officers, for ſuch time 5 
for ſuch purpoſes as ſhall be fixed by the rules, and 
from time to time appoint others in the room of 
thoſe who ſhall vacate or die; which treaſurer, truſ- 
tee, and other cfficers, or perſons appointed to any 
office concerning the receipt, management, or ex- 
penditure of any money, before he take upon him 
any ſuch office, ſhall (if required by the rules) be- 
come bound with two ſureties for the faithful exe- 
cution of ſuch office, and for rendering a juit ac- 
count, according to the rules of ſuch ſociety, and 
in all matters lawful to pay obedience to the ſame, 
in ſuch penal ſum as by the major part of ſuch ſo. 
ciety ſhall be thought expedient; which bonds, to 
be given by ſuch treaſurer or truſtee, ſhall be given 
to the clerk of the peace of the county without 
fee; and in caſe of forfeiture, it ſhall be lawful to 
ſue upon ſuch bond in the name of theclerk of the 
peace for the time being, for the uſe of the ſociety; 
and every bond to be given by any other perſon ap- 
pointed to any other office ſhall be given to the trea- 
ſurers or truſtees for the time being, to be by them 
proſecuted for any forfeiture thereof, and for the 
uſe of the ſociety; and no ſuch bond or ſecurity 
ſhall be chargeable with any ſtamp duty whatever, 
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And every ſuch ſociety ſhall appoint not leſs than 
eleven members to be a committee, and ſhall dele- 
gate to them all or any of the powers given by this 
act, and they ſhall continue to act as ſuch commit- 
tee for ſuch time as they ſhall be appointed; and in 
all caſes where a ſtanding committee ſhall be ap- 

inted for ſuch ſociety, for general purpoſes, the 
powers thereof ſhall be firſt declared in the rules, 
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confirmed and filed as before directed; and where it 
ſhall be appointed for any particular purpoſe, their 

wers ſhall be reduced into writing, and entered 
into a book by the clerk of ſach ſociety ; and five 
of ſuch committee, at leaſt, ſhall be neceſſary to 
concur in any act, and they ſhall, in all things de- 
legated to them, act for and in the name of the ſo. 
ciety; and their acts ſhall have the like force as 
thoſe of any general meeting; provided that the 
tranſactions of ſuch committee ſhall be at all times 
ſubject to the review and controul of ſuch ſociety, 
according to their general cules confirmed and filed 
as aforeſaid. ſ. 5. 

And the tre. ſurers or truſtees, with the conſent of 
ſuch ſociety, teſtified a cording to their general rules, 
may lay out or diſpoſe of ſuch money as ſhall be 
collected for the purpoſes of ſuch ſociety, as the ex- 
igencies of ſuch ſociety ſhall not call for the imme- 
diate expenditure of, either on private ſecurities, to 
be taken in the names of ſuch treaſurers or truſtees, 
or to inveſt the ſame in the public funds in their 
names, and from time to time, with ſuch conſent 
a aforeſaid, to alter and transfer ſuch ſecurities, 
and to make ſale thereof. J. 6. 

And all the intereſt ariſing from the monies ſo in- 
veſted ſhall be brought to account by ſuch treaſurers 
or truſtees, and applied according to the rules. /. 7, 

And the treaſurers, or truſtees, and all other ofh- 
cers, their executors, adminiſtrators, and aſſigns, 
ſhall, upon demand made, in purſuance of any or- 
der by ſuch ſociety, or committee appointed for that 
purpoſe, give in their accounts, at a general meet- 
ing, or to ſuch committee, to be examined and al- 
lowed, and, on like demand, pay over all moni-s te- 
maining in their hands, and transfer or deliver all 
ſecurities, effeRs, or funds taken or ſtanding in their 
#ames, or being in their cuſtody, to the treaſurers 
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or truſtees for the time being, or to ſuch perſons as 
ſuch ſociety ſhall appoint; and on neglect or refu- 
ſal ſuch ſociety, in the name of the treaſurers, or 
truſtees thereof, may exhibit a petition in the Court 
of Chancery or Exchequer, or the Court of Se ſſion 
in Scotland, or Great Seſſions in Wales, who ſhall 
proceed thereupon in a ſummary way, and make 
ſuch order as ſhall ſeem juſt; and all aſſignments 
and transfers made in purſuance of ſuch order ſhall 
be good.

And no fee or reward whatſoever ſhall be demand- 
ed or received by any officer of ſuch court; and up- 
on preſenting of ſuch petition the court may aſſign 
counſel, and appoint a clerk of court to carry on 
ſuch petition, who are to do their dutics without fee 
or re ward; and noſuch proceedings ſhall be charge; 
able with any ſtamp duty. /. 9. 

And if any perſon appointed to any office by ſuch 
ſociety ſhall die, or become a bankrupt, or inſol- 
vent, his executors, or adm.;niſtrators, or aſſignees, 
ſhall, Within forty days after demand made by the 
order of ſuch ſociety, deliver over all things belong- 
ing to them to ſuch perſon as they ſhall appoint, and 
ſhall pay, out of the aſſets or eifects of ſuch perſon, 
all money remaining due, which ſuch perſon re- 
ceived by virtue of his oſſice, before any of his other 
debts are paid. . 10. 

And all monies, goods, chattels, ſtocks, annui- 
ties, and other transferable ſecurities and eſfects 
whatever, belonging to ſuch ſociety, ſhall be veſted 
in the treaſurers or truſtees for the time being, for 
the uſe of ſuch ſociety; and after their death or re- 
moval ſhall veſt in the ſucceedirg treaſurers or truſ- 
tees, without any transfer whatever; and alfo ſhal}, 
for all purpoſes of action or ſuit, as well criminal as 
civil, in law or in equity, be deemed to be, aad fhail 
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in every proceeding (where neceſſary) be ſtated to be 
the property of the perſon appointed to the office of 
treaſurer or truſtee in his proper name; and ſuch 
perſon ſhall bring or defend any action, fuit, or pro- 
ſecution, criminal as well as civil, touching ſuch ef. 
fefts; and may in all caſes concerning the property 
of ſuch ſociety, ſue and be ſued in his own proper 
name, without other deſcription; and no, ſuch ſuit 
or proſecution ſhall be diſcontꝭ inaed or abate by the 
death or removal of ſuch perſon from his office, but 
the ſame may be proceeded in by the ſucceeding of. 
ficers in the name of the perſon commencing the 
ſame. ſ.

And every 2 ſociety, bef re any of their rule 
ſhall be confirmed, ſhall in ont cr more of the ve. 
neral rules rm all the purpoſes for Which ſuch ſo. 
ciety is intended to be eft1tF Hed and ſhall alſo in 
ſuch rules direct the uſes tow hich the maney belong- 
ing to ſuch ſociety hall be applied, and in what 
ſhares, and unde! what circumſtances, any member 
or other perſon ſha'l become entitled to the ſame; 
which application ſtall rot in 22y iſe be repug ant 
to the purpoſes of ſuch ſotf-ry; and all iuch rules, 
during the continuance tieren, fs 1 be complicd 
w.th and enforced ; and the monies fo belongi g to 
ſuch ſociety ſhall not be div-rted or miſappiied, ei- 
ther by the treaſurers, or truſtees, or any other of-

into effect, „Lan the con ſent ef five-fixths of the 
then exiſting members, and alſo of all perſons then

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mity, to be teſtified under their hands individually; 
nor ſhall it be lawful for ſuch fociety, by any rule, to 
direct the diviſion of ſuch fund, or any part there- 
of, amongſt the members, other than for carrying 
into effe the general purpoſes of ſuch ſociety, but 
all ſuch rules for the diiſolution of ſuch ſociety, 
without ſuch conſent, or for the diſtribution of 
the fur d, contrary to the rules confirmed and filed 
in purſuance of this act ſhall be void. , 12. 

And all the rules made by ſuch ſociety ſhall be 
entered into a bouk, to be kept by one or more 
members appointed for that purpoſe, and ſhall be 
figned by the ſaid members, and ſhall at all ſeaſon- 
able times be Open for the inſpection ot any meme 
ber; and ſuch rules, fo entered and ſigned, ſhall be 
deemed original orders, and ſnall be received in 
evidence in al diiputes and trials; and that no cer- 
tiorari ſhall be brought or allowed to remove any of 
the rules of ſuch ſoc--ty. .

their ſummons to the pre ſidents, wardens, ſtewards, 
or other officers of ſuch ſociety, or one of them, in 
caſe ſuch complaint ſhall be made againſt ſuch ſoci- 
ety collectively; and in cafe it be made againſt any 
perſon appointed to ſuch office, then to ſummon 
ſuch perſon to appear before ſuch Juſtices at a time 
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and place to be named in ſuch ſummons; and alſs 
to ſummon at the ſame time and place, if there be 
occaſion, all perſons as ſhall appear to ſuch Juſtices 
to have the cuſtody of the rules of ſuch ſociety, and 
ſuch Juſtices, at the time and place named in ſuch 
ſummons, whether the perſon ſummoned ſhall or 
ſhall not appear, on proof upen oath or affirmation 
of ſuch ſummons being ſerved, or left at his abode, 
ſhall proceed to her and determine, in a ſummary 
way, the matter of ſuch complaint, according to 
the meaning of the rules of ſuch ſociety, confirmed 
by the Juſtices according to this act, and ſhall make 
ſuch order therein as ſtall ſeem juſt, which ſhall be 
final, and not be ſubj-Ct to appeal, or to be removed 
into any court of record at Weſtminſter. /. 18. 

Bur it proviſion ſhai! be made by the general rules 
for a reference by arbitration of any matter in diſ- 
pute, the matter ſhall be referred to ſuch arbitraturs 
as ſhall be elected according th ſuch general rules, 
and whatever award ſhall be mate accordingly ſhall 
be concluſive on all parties, without appea!, or being 
ſubj-& to the controul of two Juſtices as before pre- 
ſcribed. /. 16, 

Thi. act aljo prevides that no member of ſuch ſo- 
ciety reſiding in any pariſh, net howirg a legal ſet- 
element there, 0 o ſha!l cine to reſide therein, and 
ſpall produce to the cl urchwardens and overſe- rs a 
certificate of his beirg a member of ſuch ſociety, in 
the manner preſcribed by the aft, fha/l be remoy« 
able therefrom to his laft place of ſettlement until be 
become actually chargeable, or is forced to aſt relief 
for himſelf and famiy. But on complaint of the 
pariſh officers any Frflice may ſummon ſuch perſon 
to be examined and make 52th f bis legal ſettlement 
before two Juſt cer, a cert ficate of which examina- 
tion from the magiftra'e is to cem bim from a fu- 
ture examinations The Juſtices obo take ſuch ex«

ther's ſettlement ; and that the charges of maintain- 
ing or removing ſuch reſidents, under this af, ſhall 
be reimburſed by the pariſh to which the parties be- 
long. 

Alfo by 35 Geo. III. c. 111, the governors, ma- 
nage re, or members of any inſtitution for relie ving 
the widows, orphans, and families of the clergy and 
others in diſtreſſed circymitances, may frame rules 
and preſent them to the ſefſhons for confirmation, 
before or immediately next after the Michaelmas ſeſ- 
ſions in 1796; and all ſuch inſtitutions, whoſt rules 
ſhall be confirmed, may appoint treaſurers, &c. and 
ſhall be entitled to all the proviſions of the former 
act.

O letter directed by or to any member of par- 
liament ſhall be exempied from poſtage if it 
exceeds one ounce in weight.

Whe lever the number of letters ſent or received 
by ſuch member in one day ſhall exc-ed the num- 
ber exempted, and the poſtage upon any of th-m 
ſhall CifFer, the ietters chargeable with a higher 
poſtage ſhall be included in the number exempted, 
in preference to any chargeable with a lower poſt- 
age, and the re main ter ſnall be chargeable with the 
poſtage to which common letters are now charge- 
able, 

Perſons who my now in right of their offices 
ſend and receive letters fee may continue fo to do. 

Printed votes or proc-edings in parliament, and 
printed newſpapers, may alſo be ſent as uſual. 

No ſingle letter ſent by the poſt from any non- 
commiſſioned officer, ſeaman, or private, in the 
navy, army, militia, fencible regiments, artillery, 
or marines, ſhall be charged with more poſtage than 
one penny, but the {ime muſt be paid at the time 
of putting the ſame into the p»{t-office z ana ſuch 
letter muſt have written thereon, in the hand-writ- 
ing of and ſigned by the commanding officer, the 
name of ſuch commanding officer, and of the ſhip, 
veſſel, corps, regiment, or de:achment. 

Alſo no ſingle letter directed to any ſuch non- 
commiſſioned officer, ſ-aman, or private, ſhall be 
charged with more poſtage than one penny, to be 
paid on the delivery thereof; but ſuch letter muſt 
be directed to ſuch perſons ſpecifying the ſhip, ve ſ- 
ſel, regiment, troop, corps, company, or detach- 
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ment to which th-y belong: And the poſtmaſter 
muſt d-liver ſuch letter either to the party to whom 
it ſhall be directed, or to ſome perſon appointed to 
receive the ſame by the commanding oth-er, and to 
no other.

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GAME LAWS. 


A bort Sketch of the LAWS, as they now ftands 
relating to HARES, PARTRIDGES, PHEA- 
SANTS, and other GAME, 


THE penalty for killing in the night a hare, par- 
tridge, or pheaſant, qualified or unqualified, is 50. 
Any unqualified perſon expoſing to ſale a hare, par- 
tridge, pheaſant, or other game, is liable to a pe- 
nalty of 5 . 

If any hare, pheaſant, partridge, or other game, 
be found in the ſhop, houſe, or pollcfhon of any poul- 
terer, ſaleſman, fiſhmonger, cook, or paſtry-cook, 
or of any perſon not qualified in his own right to kill 
game, or entitled thereunto under ſome perſon ſo qua- 
lified, it ſhall be deemed an expoſing thereof to ſale, 

For ſelling a hare, partridge, pheaſant, or other 
game—qualified or unqualified, 5/. 

Any unqualified perſon uſing tunnels or other en- 
gines, to kill or deſtroy a hare, partridge, pheaſant, 
or other game, forfeits 5/. 

Any unqualified perſon keeping and uſing grey- 
hounds, ſetting dogs, lurchers, tunnels, or other en- 
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gines to kill or deſtroy hares, partridges, pheaſants, 
or other game, is liable to 5/. penalty—The 51. pe- 
nalty is either for keeping or uſing. 

For killing a partridge, between the 12th of Fe. 
bruary and 1it of September, - quali ſied or unquali- 
fied, 5“. 
bY For killing 4 pheaſant, between the 1ſt of Februa. 
1 ry and 1ſt of October, qualified or unqualified, 5. 

For uſing greyhounds, lurchers, or ſetting dogs“, 
to kill a hare, partridge, or pheaſant, unqualifed, 5. 

[The information in the above caſes muſt be laid 
within ſix calendar months, before a juſtice of the 
peace, or by action of debt, bill, plaint, or informa. 
tion. The whole penaltyto be given to the informer, 
with double coſts, if brought on in the courtsof Welt. 
minſter.] Half toinformer and half to poor. 

For tracing in the ſnow, or ſhooting with a gun 
or long bow, a hare,---qualified or unqualified, im- 
priſonment 3 months, or fine 1/, 

For uſing ſnares tu take or kill a hare, qualified 
or unqualified, impriſonment one month, or fine 108. 
The information in the above caſes muſt be laid 
before a juſtice of the peace within one year, ] 

The informer to be intitled to all cofts and charges, 
and to half the penalty, the other half to be given 
to the poor of the pariſh. 

Any game keeper killing or taking a hare, phea- 
fant, partridge, or other game, under colour of be- 
ing for the uſe of the lord of the manor, and after- 
wards ſelling and diſpoſing thereof without the con- 
ſent of the ſaid lord of the manor—upon conviction, 


® Greyhounds, lurchers, and ſetting dogs, are the only 
dogs for keeping and uſing which the penalty of 5 1. is 
levied. But by another flatute, a penalty not exceeding 
20s. may be levied for keeping and uſing the above or 
any other dogs, 
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on the complaint of ſuch lord, and on the oath of 
one witneſs, before a juſtice, hall be committed to the 
houſe of correction for three months, and there kept 
to hard labour, 

Any perſon who ſhall deſtroy, fell, or buy ary 
hare, pheaſant, &c. and thall in three months make 
diſcovery of any higgler, chapman, carrier, innkeep- 
er, a!2-houfe- keeper, or victualler, that hath bought 
or ſol d, or offered to buy ot fell, or had in their poſſeſ- 
Gon, any hare, pheaſant, part ride , &c, ſo as any 
one ſhall be convicted; ſuch diſcoverer mall be dile 
charged of the pains and penalties hereby enacted for 
killing or ſelling ſuch game, and ſhall receive the ſame 
benefit as any other informer. 

Any juſtice of the peace, and lord within his 
manor, may take awav any ſuch hare, pheaſant, 
partridge, &c. from any higier, chapman, inne 
keever, victual er, or carrier, or any other perſon 
not qualified, which ſhall be found in his cuſtody 
or poſſeſſion. 

Any perſon that ſhall knowingly and wiifully 
kill, take or deſtroy, or uſe any gun, dog, ſnares 
net, or other engine; with intent to kill, take, or 
de roy, any hare, partridge, or other game, in the 
night, viz. between the hours of ſeven at night and 
fix in the morning, from the 12th of Otober to the 
12th of Februzry, and betwren the hours of nine 
at night and four in the morning, from the 12th 
of February to the 12th of October; or in the day- 
time on a Sunday or Chriſtmas. day; ſhall forfeit 
for the firſt offence not exceeding 20/. nor leſs than 
101. For the ſecond offence not exceeding 3ols 
nor leſs than 20/, For the third and every other 
ſubſequent offence 80“. 

[The information to be laid within one calen- 
dar month, before a juſtice of the peace. The in- 
former to be intitled to all coſts and charges, and 
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to half the penalty, the other half to be given to 
the poor of the pariſh. ] 

No perſon ſhall ſhoot with any croſs bow, hand. 
gun, or demihake, unleis ſuch perſon is really poſ- 
ſe ſſed of 100/. per annum, on pain of forfeiting 10/7, 

No perſon, of what eſtate or degree ſoever, ſhall 
ſhoot with, carry, keep, uſe, or have in his poſſeſ- 
ion, any hand-gun, not being in the ſtock and gun 
of the length of one yard; or any hagbut, or demi- 
hake, not being in the ſtock and gun of the length 
of three quarters ofa yard, on pain of forteiting 101. 

Any perſon having 1oc/. per annum as above, 
may ſeize every ſuch croſs-bow, hand-gun, &c« 
being fo deficient in length; but ſhall break and 
deſtroy them in 20 days after ſuch ſeizure, on pain 
of forteiting 20. 

No perion ſhall command his ſervant to ſhoot 
with any c'ols-bow, hand gun, hagbut, or demi- 
hake, at any deer, fowl, or other thing, except at 
a butt or bank of earth, on pain of forteiting 104. 


Tt Perſons qualified to kill game, muſt be in 
poſſeſſion of lands, tenements, or ſume other eſtate 
of inheritance, either in right of themſelves or their 
wives, of the clear yearly value of 100]. — or for 
life, or leaie of 99 years of 150]. per annum, other 
than the ſi n and heir of an elquire, or perſon of a 
higher degree, orlord of a manor, or keepers of 
paiks, chaſes, or free warrens. 


Lok D MansFiterD's OPINION. 


An unaualified perſon may go out to beat the 
hedges, buithes, &c. with a qualzſied perſon, and to 
ſee the game purſued ordeſtroyed, provided the un- 
qualified perion hes no gun or other engine with him 
for the deſtruction of the game, without being iub- 
ject to a penalty, 
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HACKNEY COACHES. 


Abftrae of the ſeveral Ads of Parliament 
relating to Hackney Coaches. 


THE King may appoint a number of commiſ- 

fioners, not exceeding five, to licence and re- 
gulate Hackn*-y-Coaches within the cities of Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter, the ſuburbs thereof, and o- 
ther places within the bills of mortality, not ex- 
ceeding 1000, every proprietor paying “ten ſhil- 
lings per week by monthly payments. 

Every coach ſhall have its number on each fide, 
and if any proprietor ſhalloreſume to alter his num- 
ber, he ſhall forfeic 51. half ro the king, and half 
to the informer. 

The horſes to be uſed with Hackney-Coaches 
ſhall aot be under 14 hands high. 

No Perſon ſhall drive or let to hire any Hack- 
ney- Coach without Licence, on pain of 5. and 
from and after the 4th of September 1784, if any 
perſon ſhall drive a mourning coach or hearſe to 
any funeral within the cities of London and Weſt. 
minſter, or the ſuburbsthereof, or within fhve miles 
of Temple Bar, without a licenſed number fixed 
on its fore-ſtandard, he ſhall be liable to a penalty 
of 51. 

2 coachman plying for hire, may be obliged, 
on every day of the week, to go at reaſonable times 
any where within the diſtance of ten miles from 
the city of London or Weſtminſter, and if he has 
not a cheque-ftring, placed in a proper part of his 
coach, ſhall forfeit five ſhillings.

above one mile and a quarter; his topping and 
waiting at various places, driving flow by deſire, 
or returning from whence he came, make no addi- 
tion to the Fare, : 

Any coachman refuſing to go at, or exacting 
more for his hire than according to the foregoing 
rotes, ſhall forfeit a ſum not exceeding 31. or un- 
der 10s. and in caſe of niſbehaviour by abuſive lan- 
guige or otherwiſe, the commiſſioners may revoke 
his licence, or inflict a penalty not exceeding zl. 
to the poor, and on non-payment, to be committed 
and kept to hard labour for 30 days. 

Any perſon refuſing to pay the Fare, or defacing 
the Coach, may be brought by warrant before any 
Juſtice, who, on proof upon oath, may award fſa- 
tisfaction to the party; and in caſe of refuſal to 
pay, may bind him over to the next ſeſſions. 

Rents and penalties to be levied by diſtreſs, and 
in default thereof, impriſonment till paid; and if 
any rent is fourteen days unpaid, the licence may 
be withdrawn, 

Tie following are the common Stands at preſent 
in uſe, but a coach may ſtand and ply in any fire 
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that is 30 feet in width, from curve to curve, (ex- 
cept St. James's ſtreet and Pall- mall) the following 
regulations obſerved. 

That not more than 8 Hackney-coaches ſhall 
ſtand at a time in Cornhill; of thoſe, ſeven between 
the end of Gracechurch- ſtreet and Finch-lane, and 
one between Freeman's court and Finch-lane, 

In Leadenhall-ftreet, three coaches and no more 
may ſtand between the Weſt end of the India 
houſe, and the paſſage leading to the Green 
market. | 

In Cheapſide, between Buckleribury and Iron» 
m onger-lane, three coaches. 

In King: ſtreet, Cheapfide, five coaches, three from 

he end of Trump ſtieet towards Cateaton ftreet, 
and two from Trump ftreet towards Cheapſide. 

In Aldermanbury only four, viz, two in the 
broad part, near the church, and two at the Eaſt 
end of the church. 

At the Weſt end of St. Paul's only one. 

In Fleet ſtreet, between Temple bar and Chan- 
cery lane, only two coaches; and not more than 
one between the (aid lane, and the Weſt end of St, 
Dunſtan's Church. 

A Coach ſhould be taken poſſeſſion of, before 
the coachman is told where to drive; if he then 
refuſes to proceed he is liable to be puniſhed; and 
ifat any time you apprehend that more than the 

roper Fare is demanded, you may offer whatever 
. aſked, but charge the coachman to take no more 
than is due; and if he then perſiſts in the overcharge 
and takes it, you may take his number and apply 
for redreſs at the Hackney Coach Office in Somer- 
ſet Place.

Every Hackney coachman plying for hire within 
London or Weſtminſter, or the ſuburbs thereof, 
ſhall be obliged on every day of the week (unleſs 
he ſhall have been out rwelve hours, or have other 
excuſe) to go to any place within ten miles, in 
caſe he ſhall have time to return by ſun ſet, er 
tbe fare ſball undertake to return in ſuch coach, — 
And at any hour of the night (unleis he ſha'l have 
been out twelve hours, or have fuch excuſe) to go 
upon all public turnpike roads, that ſhall be light» 
ed up, any where within the diſtance of two miles 
and an half from the ends or extreme parts of the 
ſeveral carriage-way pavements of the cities of Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter, or the tuburbs thereot, where 
a regular continuation of carriage-way pavement 
doth extend. 

Perſons hiring coaches after ſun-ſet to go be - 
yond the regular continuation of the carriage-way 
pavement, to pay an additional fare unleſs they re- 
turn therein; that is to ſay, not only the fare he 
Is intitled to, but alio ſixpence for every half mile 
that ſuch coachman ſhall have to re urn to the ex-

The A, 29 Geo. III. c. 57, for further regu/ating 
the Trade or Buſineſs of Patwon-Brokers, is continued 
for two Years by 33 Geo, III. c. 53. 


PAWN-BROKERS by this act may legally take 
a profit aſter the following rates : 

For every pledge upon which here ſhall have been 
lent any ſum not exce ding two hill ngs and ſix- 
pence, one halſpenny, for any time the ſaid pledge 
ſhall remain in pawn, nt exceeding one calendar 
month, and the ſame for every month afterwards, 
including the month in which ſuch ple age ſha!l be 
redeemed, although ſuch month ſhall nt be expired, 

Where there thall have been lent five ſhillings, 
one penny. 

Where there ſhall have been lent ſeven ſhillings 
and fixpence, one penny haltpenny. 

Where there ſhall have been lent ten thillings, two 

nce. 

Where there ſhall have been lent twelve ſhilling; 
and ſicpence, two pence halfpenny. 

Where there ſhall have been lent fifteen ſhillings, 
three pence. 

Where there ſhall have been lent ſeventeen ſhil. 
Jings and ſixpence, three pence halfp-nny. 

Where there tha!l have been len one pound, four 
pence ; and ſo on progreihvely and in proportion for 
any ſum not 2xceeding forty meln ings. 

Where there ſhall have been lent any ſum above 
forty ſhil. ings, and notexceeding ten pounds, at and 
aſter the rate of three pence, and no more, for the 
loan of every twenty ſhillings, by the calendar month,

including the current month ; and ſo in proportion 
for any fractional ſum. 

Which ſums ſhall be taken as a full ſatisfation 
for intereſt and warehouſe room, 

Where goods are pawned for any ſum of money 
exceeding five ſhillings, the pawn-broker before he 
advances the money ſhall enter, in a fair and regu- 
lar manner, in a book kept by him for that purpoſe, 
a deſcription of the goods or chattels which he ſhall 
receive in pawn, the ſum of money to be advanced 
thereon, with the day of the month and year on 
which, and the name and place of abode of the per- 
ſon by whom ſuch goods are ſo pawaed, and alſo the 
name and place of abode of the owner thereof, ac- 
cording to the information of the perſon pawning 
the ſame z and where the money lent on any goods 
ſhall not exceed the fum of five ſhillings, entry ſhall 
be made in a book by the pawn-bzoker within four 
hours after the ſaid goods ſhail havt geen ſo pawned 3 
and every pawn-broker ſhall, at the time of taking 
every pawn whatſoever, give to the perſon fo pawn- 
ing theſame a note, fairly written or printed, or in 
part written and in part printed, containing therein 
a deſcription of the goods which he ſhall have re- 
ceived in pawn, and alſo the ſum advanced, with the 
date, alſo the name and place of abode of the perſon 
by whom ſuch goods are ſo pawned, and the name 
and piace of abode of the owner thereof, alſo upon 
the ſaid note, or on the back thereof, ſhall be writ- 
ten or printed the name and place of abode of the 
pawn-broker giving the ſame; which ſaid note the 
party pawning the ſaid goods is required to accept in 
all caſes, and the pawn-broker ſhall not receive ſuch 
pledge unleſs the party pledging ſhallaccept the ſameg 
and cyery ſuch note, where the ſum lent ſhall be leis 
than five ſhillings, ſhall be delivered gratis; if five 
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ſhillings, and leſs than ten ſhillings, the paun- broker 
may take one halfpenny for the ſame ; if, ten ſhil- 
ings, and leis than twenty ſhillings, one penny; if 
twenty ſhillings, and leſs than five pounds, two pence; 
if five pounds or upwards, four peice, and no more; 
and which note ſhal} be produced tothe pawn - broker 
before he ſhal! be obliged to re · deliver the reſpective 
goods, except as herein- after is excepted, 

Perions pawning goods are allowed ſeven days 
after the expiraiion of the firſt month, withoutpay. 
ing any thing for the taid ſeven days, and if, after 
the expiration of ſeven days, and if before the ex. 
piration of fourteen days, by raying for one month 
and a halt ; but if the fourteen days have expired, 
the pawnbroker is ntitled to the intereſt of the ſe. 
cond montb; and the ſame regulation takes place 
in every ſubiequer t month. 

Perſons pawning goods the rroperty of others, 
ſhall, upon conviction before a juſtice or juſtices of 
the peace, forteit the ſum of twenty ſhillings, to- 
gether with the value of the goods fo pawneo, and 
In cale of non payment ot the forfeiture, to be 
committed to the heuſe of correction and to be kept 
to hard labour for no leſs time than one calendar 
month, nor longer than three, unleſs the forfeit 
mall be ſooner pa d, and within three days before 
the expi ation of the ſa d term ſhall be publickly 
whipped; and the ſaid forteitures, when recovered, 
ſhall be applied towards making ſat:s/aQion to the 
party injured, and defraying the coſt of the proſe- 
cution, as ſhall be conſi-iered reaſonable by the juſ- 
tic; but if the party injured declines to accept of 
ſuch ſatisfation and coſts, or if there ſhould be 
any overplus of the ſaid forfeitures, after making 
and paying the ſame, the forfeitures, or the over- 
plus, ſhall be applied to the uſe of the poor of the 
pariſh where ſuch oftence ſhall have been committed. 


Perſons forging or counterfeiting notes, or pro- 
curing them to be done, or filling them knowing 
them to be forged, it ſhall be lawful for any perſon 
who ſhall have reaſon to ſuſpect the ſame, to ieize 
and detain ſuch perion uttering or offering the for- 
ged note, and to deliver him into the cuſtody of 2 
conſtable, who ſhall convey ſuch perſon to ſome juſ- 
tice of the peace where the offence ſhall have been 
committed ; and upvn conviction the party ſhall be 
committed o the common gaol or hou e of correc» 
tion, there to be impriſoned for any time not ex- 
ceeding three calendar months, nor leſs: than one 
at the diſcretion of ſuch juſtice, 

Perſons bringing yoods to pawn, nut giving a 
good account of themſelves, or retufinz to give an 
account at all, or upon ſuſoicion of offering ſtolen 
goods, or any perſon not intitled to redeem goods in 
pawn ſhall endeavour to redeem the tame, it ſhall 
be lawful for any perſon, or his agent, to whom ſuch 
goods are ſo ottered, or with whom ſuch goods are 
in pledge, to ſeize and deliver ſuch perſon into the 
cuſtody of a conſtable, who ſhall carry him before a 
juſtice of the peace where the offence is committed; 
and ſhould there appear any ground of the ſaia af- 
fences, after a ſecond examination, they ſhall be 
committed to the common zavl ir houſe of correce 
tion where the offe ce ſhall be committed, there to 
be dealt with according to law; but where the na- 
ture of the offence ſhail not authorize ſuch proceeds 
ings, they ſhall be committed tor any time not ex- 
ceeding thiee calendar months, nor leſs than one, 
at the diſcretion of ſuch juſtice. 

Goods unlawfully pawned, without the privity of 
the owner, any juſtice of the peace may iſſue out a 
warrant for ſearching in the daytime any warehouſe 
or houſe where the ſaid goods are ſuppoſed to be lodge 
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ed, and upon the pawn-broker refuſing to open the 
ſame any peace officer may break open the premiles, 
doing no wiltul damage, and the ſaid goods ſhall be 
reſtored to the owner. 

Pawn-brokers refuſing to deliver up goods that 
have been pledged within the ſpace of one year, the 
money lent with the intereſt thereon being tendered 
for the ſame, provided the principal does not exceed 
ten pounds, upon conviction a juſtice of peace is em- 
powered to commit the offender to public priſon, 
there to remain until the goods be delivered up, or 
zeaſonable ſatisfaftion. made for the ſame, 

Perſons producing notes are to be deemed owners, 
unleſs notice to the contrary of the ſame having been 
procured frauculently or unjuſtifiably from the real 
owner · 

Duplicates being loſt, the owner thereof, upon 
oath before any juſtice, deſcribing the goods and 
eircumſtances attending the loſs, ſhall be intitled to 
another from the pawnbroker ; for which, in caſe 
the money lent ſhall not exceed ten ſhillings, the 
pawnbroker shall receive one penny; if above ten 
Millings tne pawnbroker is intitled to the ſame pre- 
mium as when the goods were firſt pawned, Pawns 
brok-rs receiving notice from the owners of goods 
before the expiration of a year, ſhall not diſpoſe of 
the ſaid goods until after the expiration of three 
months, to be computed from the expiration of 
the ſaid year, 

Goods to be ſold by public auction after the ex- 
pirat on of one year, cauſing the ſame to be expoſed 
to public view, and catalogues thereof to be pub- 
liſhed, and two advertiſements, giving notice of ſuch 
ſale, together with the name of the pawnbroker, 
to be inlerted in ſome newſpaper, two days at leaſt 


before the firit day of ſale, upon pain of forteiting 
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for every offence five pounds to the owner of the 
ſaid goods. 
Pawnbrokers to enter an accountof ſales in thei 
books, of all goods pawned for upwards of ten 
ſhillings, and in caſe of any overplus by the ſale 
thereof, upon demand it ſhall be paid tothe owner, 
provided ſuch demand ſhall be made within three 
years after ſuch ſale, the neceſſary coſts, principal 
and intereſt being deducted, and the perſons who 
poſſeis a note ſhall be intitled to the inſpection of 
the book for the ſum of one penny; and in caſe the 
goods ſhall have fold for morethan the ſum entered, 
ur ſuch entry ſhall not have been male, or ſhall not 
have (old the ſame, or ſhall refuſe to pay ſuch over- 
plus, perions ſo offending ſhall for every ſuch offence 
forfeit treble the ſum ſuch goods were originally 
pawned for, to be levied by diſtreſs. | 
Pawnbrokers ſhall not purchaſe goods whilſt in 
their cuſtody, or ſuffer them to be redeemed for that 
purpoſe, nor ſhall they lend money upon any pledge 
to any perſon who thall appear to be under tvetve 
years of age, or to be intoxicated with liquor, or pure 
chaſe the duplicate of any other pawnbroker, or 
buy any goods before the hours of eight in the fore- 
no 2,and after ſeven in the evening, nor ſhall they 
re-1ve any goods in pawn before eight o'clock in 
the forenoon, and after nine ar night, between Mi- 
chaclmas and Lady Day, and before ſeven o'clock 
in the forenoon and after ten at night during the re» 
mainder of he vear, excepting the evenings of Sa- 
tur ay, and the evenings preceding Good Friday and 
Chriſtmas Lay; nor ſhall any perion carry on the 
trade of a pawnbroker on any Sunday, Good Fri- 
day or Chriſtmas Day. | 
Pawnbrokers are to place in view a table of rates.

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to be written over the door, under a penalty of ten 
pounds, half to che informer 

Pawnbrokers having ſold goods before the ex. 
piration of the time allowed by this act, or other 
Wile than according to the directions of this act, or 
have embezzled, or have injured goods in any re- 
ſpect, Juſtices ſhall award reaſonable ſatisfact ion 
to the owners of the ſaid goods, in caſe the ſame 
ſhall not amount tc the principal and profit thereon ; 
but in cale the ſatisfaction awarded thall be equal 
to or exceed the principal and profit, the goods ſhall 
be delivered to the owner without paying any prin- 
cipal and intereſt, under a penalty of ten pounds. 

Pawnbroukers to produce their books before any 
Juſtice if required, under a penalty of ten pounds, 

Pawnbrokers negleCting to make their entry in a 
fair and regular manner, ſhall, upon complaint, 
forfeit ten pounds, and for every offence againſt this 
act where no penalty is provided, the ſum of five 
pounds, to be levied by diftreſs, and the informer 
ſhall be intitled to the tum of two pounds ten ſhil- 
lings, the remainder to the poor of the pariſh,

Acr for Regulation of WATERMEN, 


(34 Geo. III. c. 65.) 


THE court of Mayor and Aldermen of London 

thali have authority from time to time to alter, 
a mer d, repeal, or make void, any of the rules, or- 
ders, or conſtitutions now in force, or hereafter to be 
made, and to make other rules for regulating water- 
men, wherrymen, an lightermen, upon the Thames, 
between Graveſend ang Windſor, and to annex pe- 
naltics and fortcitures for the breach of ſuch rules, 
not exceeding three pounds for one otfence fo as 
the ſaid rules, &c. be approved and allowed of by 
one or more of. the Judge's, who may allow or alter 
the ſame. WhichTules are to be ſent to the differ- 
ent Police Offices in Middleſex and Surry, and 
printed and publiſhed in fuch manner as the Court 
of Quarter Seſſions in Middleſex and Surry, and alſo 
the Mayor and Aldermen, ſhall direct. 


Puniſhment of Watermen fer Miſbebawiour. 
In caſe any waterman, wherryman, lighterman, 
or other perſon, ſhall offend againſt the ſaid laws, 
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ſtatutes, rules, orders, and conſtitutions, it ſhall be 
lawful for the Mayor, Recorder, or one Alderman, 
and for any Juſtice for the counties next adjoining 
to the river of Thames, upon complaint w.thin fix 
days, to caule the oft-nder to be ſummoned; and if 
he neglect to appear, then to iſſue a warrant for ap- 
prehending him; and the party being before ſuch 
Mayor, Recorder, Alderman, or Juſtice, either by 
means of a ſummons or warrant, he may be con- 
victed, either by his own confeſſion, or by the oath 
of the complainant, or one witneſs, and fined in not 
exceeding the penalty inflicted by this act, or the 
ſaid rules; and if the perſon convicted ſhall not 
forthwith pay the penalty, he ſhall be committed to 
priſon for not exceeding one calendar month. 

But no conſtable ſhall apprehend any waterman or 
lighterman out of ar y boat or craft until the ſame 
ſhall be moored, unleſs there be ſufficicat hands on 
board to take care thereof. 


| Perſons refuſing to pay Fares. 

If any perſon ſhall refuſe to pay any waterman his 
Juſt fare, the Mayor, Recorder, or one Alderman, 
or Juſtice, may ſummon ſuch perſon, and on bis 
neglect to appear may iſſue a warrant for apprehend- 
ipg him; and the party accuſed being brought before 
ſuch Mayor, Recorder, Alderman, or Juſtice, either 
by means of a ſummons or warrant, ſuch magiſtrate, 
a refuſal of payment unto ſuch wat-rman being pro- 
ved, may order payment of ſuch ſum as the water- 
man ſhall appear to be entitled to; and alſo a reaſon- 
able ſatisfaction for loſs of time, and cots; and if 
the perſon offending ſhall not pay the ſame, he is to 
be committed to priſon for not exceeding one ca- 
lendar month. | 

And if any perſon ſhall refuſe to pay any water- 
man his fare, and ſhall alſo refuſe to give, upon de- 
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mand, his name and place of abode, or inſtead 
thereof ſha)l wiltully give any falſe name, or place 
of abode, he thall moreover forfeit not exceeding 
five pounds, to be recovered as laſt mentioned. 

The penaitics ſhall be paid to the rulers and over- 
ſeers of the Watermen's Company, within one ca- 
lendar month after levied, to be diſtributed by them 
among the poor freemen and their widows, ſaving 
only that the Juſt ce, out of the ſaid penalties, may 
reward the informer, ſo as the ſame exceed not one 
mo ety of the penalty.

(35 Geo. III. c. 63.) 


An Ad for granting certain Stamp Duties on 
Sea Inſurances. 


ROM July 5, 1795, there ſhall be paid for every 
picce of vellum or parchment, or paper upon 
which any inſurance upon any ſhip or ſhips, goods 
er merchandize, or upon any other property or inter- 
eſt wheron inſurances may lawfuily be made, ſhall be 
ingroſſed the ſtamp duties following, vis. 

Where the ſum to be inſurcd fha!l amount to Ore 
Hundred Pounds, Two Shil/ings and Sixpence, and 
fo , Hue. fer every ſum One Hundred Pounds 
inſured. 

And ⁊ol ere the ſum to be inſured ſhall not amount 
to One Hundred Pounds, a lile duty of Two Sbil- 
lings and Sixpence. 

And where the ſum to be inſured ſhall exceed One 
Hundred Pounds, er any yr greſſeve ſums of One 
Hundred Pounds each, by any fractiona] part of One 
Hundred Pounds, a lite Duty of Two Shillings and 
Sixpence for each fractional part of One Hundred 
Pounds. 

And upon every inſurance where the premium ſhall 
not exceed the rate of Ten Shillings, there ball be 
paid, where the ſum inſured ſhall amount to One Hun- 
dred P:unds, a duty of One Shilling and Three-pence, 
and jo progreſſively for every ſum of One Hundred 
Peunds ſo injured. 

And where the ſum ſo to be inſured ſhall not amtunt 
to One Hundred Pounds, a lite duty of One Shilling 
and Three-pence. 

And where the ſum ſo to be inſur.d ſhall excecd 

Hundred Pounds, or any |rgreſſive ſums of One 
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Hundred Pounds each, by any fractional part of One 
Hundred Peurdi, a lite duty of One Shilling and 
T bree-pence for ſuch fact iona] part of One Hundred 
Pounds. | 

Which ſeveral duties ſhall be payable by the aſ- 
ſured. 

Nothing herein extends to any inſurance of houſes, 
furniture, goods, wares, merchandizes, or other pro- 
perty, from Jolis by fire, already ſubject to duty; 
nor any inſuranc* on ives. 

And where the premium ſhall not exceed the rate 
of Ten Shiliings per Cert. and the ſum inſured ſhall 
amount to Two Hun ed Pounds or upwards, ſtamps 
of Two Shillings and Sixpence for every Two Hun- 
dred Pounds may be uſed, inſtead of ſtamps of One 
Shilling and 'Three-pence tor every One Hundred 
Pounds. 

No policy upon any ſhip, or upon any ſhare or in- 
tereſt therein, thall be made for any certain term 
longer than twelve calendar months; and if it be 
made for any longer term 1t ſhall be void, 

No inſurance, nor any contra for the ſame, ſhall 
be available in law unleſs properly ſtamped; nor any 
velium, parchment, or paper, ſtamped atter the con- 
tract is printed or written thereon. 

And every perſon who ſhail mak, or procure to be 
made, any inſurance, unlets the ſame ſhall be duly 
ſtamped, ſhall forfeit gool. and every broker nego- 
clating any inſurance contrary to this ac, or engroſſ - 
ing the ſame upon veilum, parchment, or paper un- 
ſtamped, ſhall al forfeit zool. 

Alſo the brokerage, &c. ſhall not be a legal charge 
unleſs the inſura::c< be properly ſtamped. 

Alſo the aſſarer or underw:iter, unleſs ſuch ins 
ſurance ſhall be duly flanp*d, ſha!l forfeit 5001. 

But the London Aſſurance and the Royal Ex- 
change Aſſurance are not liable to the penalty for 
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making agreements unſtamped, if the policies be 
made out and ſtamped. 

The penalties are only recoverable in the ſuperior 
courts, and one moiety will, if ſued for within fix 
calendar months, go to the informer, and the other 
to the king; but if they are not ſued for within that 
time the whole will go the king, and can only be 
recovered in the name of the attorney general. 

And from July 5, 1795, upon all policies upon 
which any duty is hereby impoſed, all the former 
duties ſhall ceaſe,

So much of the Mutiny AR as relates to the man- 
ner of furniſling non-commiſſioned officers and ſol- 
diers on a march, or employed in recruiting, and 
likewiſe the recruits, with diet or proviſion, is re- 
pealed. | 

And all non-commiſſioned officers and ſoldiers 
ſhall be entitled to receive their diet and ſmal! beer 
from innholder, at the rates herein preſcribed, vt ile 
on the march, as alſo an the day of their arrival at the 
place of their final deſtination, and on two days after, 
unleſs either of them be a market day in the tozon 
where they are billeted, or within twwo miles thereof, 
in which caſe the innholder may diſcontinue the ſup- 
ply of diet and ſmall beer, and may furniſh in hen 
thereof the other articles at the rate aforeſaid, But 
if the regiment be halted, either for a limitted or in- 
definite time, at any intermediate place, the men 
ſhall be entitled to receive their diet and ſma'l beer 
for ſuch time only as if they had arrived at their fi- 
nal deſtination. 

Ard all recruiting parties, and the recruits raiſed, 
ſhall, while on the ma ch, and for two days after the 
day of their arrival at any recruiting ſtation, be en- 
titled to the ſame benefits as troops upon the march; 
but no recruit enliſted after the party has been two 
days at its ſtation, ſhall be entitled to be ſupplied with 
diet and ſmall beer at 10d. except at the option of the 
innholder. And in cafe ſuch recruiting party, with 
the recruits, ſhall remove from their ſtation, and af- 
terwards return, they ſhall not be again entitled to 
diet and ſmall beer for two days unleſs they have been 
away above twenty-eightdays. 

This act is to continue until March 25, 1796.

( 35 Geo, III. c. 102. ) 
To 22 the uſe of defectiue Weights and falſe 


alances, IT IS ENACTED that tne quarter ſeſ- 
fions of the different counties, ridings, and divifiony 
ſhall appoint one or more pectons to examine weights 
and balances within the ditferent pariſhes, which 
perſons ſo appointed ſhall, o EIN EVERY MONTH 
AT THE LEAST, enter into the ſhop, houſe, out- 
houſe, and other premiſes near thereto, and alſo iuto 
the itall or ſtanding place of every perſon who ſhall 
ſeil or retail by Weitht any goods whatſoeverz and 
they are then and there to ſeach for, view, and ex- 
amine all the weights and balances in luch place, 
and to leize ſuch weights as a.e not according to the 
ſtandard in the Exchequer, and alſo ail falſe and un- 
equal balances, and forthwith to break and deſtroy 
the ſame; and the perſon in whole poſieflion ſuch 
falſe weights or balances ſhal! be found ſhall, upon 
conviction before one Juſtice, forfeit not exceeding 
208. nor leſs than 55. to be levied by diſtreſs and 
ſale of the offender s goods. 

Perſons obſtructing iuch inſpectors, or refuſing 
to produce their weights and balances, are to forfeit 
not exceeding 403. nor leſs than 5s, in like man- 
ner. 

But this act is not to leſſen the authority which 
any perſon or perſons, bodies politic or corporate, or 
any perſons appointed by a court leet, may have for 
Examining weights. 

Alſo no perſon ſhall be proſecuted for any offence 
under this act unleſs information be given on oath 
to ſome Juſtice within one month, and ſuch perſon 
being puniſhed under; this act ſhall not be liable te 
ſufter by any other law. 
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The quarter ſeſſions are to appoint a reaſonable 
recompence to the inſpectors to be paid out of the 
county rates. 

The ſeſſions are alſo to cauſe proper weights, ac- 
cording to the ſtandard in the Exchequer, to be pur- 
chaſed out of the county rats, for the uſe of the dif- 
ferent counties, which weights are to be depoſited 
either in the hands of the reſpective clerks of the 

ace, or of ſuch cther perſons as the Juſtices ſhall 

ire, and the fame ſhall be produced at ſuch time 
and place as any perſon may by writing require and 
appoint ; the perſon requiring ſuch production to pay 
the reaſonable coſts of producing the ſame.
